The Silver party of Nevada was 


organized for the purpose of assisting 
in restoring silver to its old standard. 
It is composed of men who had been 
Republicans, men who had been Demo- 
crats, and men who had been Pro- 
hibitionists. These men learned by 
experience that neither the Republi- 
can nor Democratic parties are for 
free coinage. Three years ago the Re- 
publicans had the Administration and 
a majority of both Houses of Congress 
and refused to remonetize silver. Now 
the Democrats have control of both 
Houses of Congress and the Adminis- 
tration, but silver fares no better than 
under Republican rule. 
The silver 


men believe that the remonetization of 
silver is the paramount issue of the 
clay. They deem it of greater import- 
ance, not only to the State but to the 
Nation, than the success of any party. 
They believe that with silver at its old 
standard and work at fair wages, con- 


, 
sumers can afford to pay better prices 
for commodities, rind therefore do not 
concern themseli . 
with the tariff 


question, except so far as it relates to 
*he products of the S<-t*o. They are 
not clamoring for free wool, free lead 
or free borax, in fact, the representa- 
tives of the party iu Congress are op- 
posed to placing any of those articles 
ou the free list, and make no special 
flght against any State industry. 


Notwithstanding these facts an effort 


is now being made, by persons who are 
said to want office much more than 
they do free coinage or high or low 
tariff, to organize opposition to the 
Silver party. 
These 
office seeking 


gentry declare open war against the 
silver men and resolve, if in their 
power, to elect men to every office in 
tho gift of the people, who are openly 
or covertly in league with the goldbugs 
of the East. They endeavor to allure 
by sophistry men who are engaged in 
protected industries from the Silver 
party. They dare not openly assert 
that our Senators and Representative 
in Congress are doing aught against 
those industries, but covertly insinuate 
that they cannot be trusted. 


Of course no intelligent man can be 


deceived by these tactics. 
Senator 


Stewart and Representative Newlauds, 
who were elected by the Silver party, 
have shown no disposition whatever to 
change tho tariff on anything pro- 
duced in Nevada, in fact, it is well 
known that thyy are not free traders. 
What reasonable excuse, then, has a 
woolgrower or a borax producer for 
making war on those men or the party 
that elected them to Conj-rjss? Is it 
not ungrateful, to say the least, in 
them to oppose either the men or the 
party t The silver men are endeavor- 
ing to do what they can to advance the 
price of silver, which controls to n 
groat extent the prices of farm pro- 
duct , i i I of labor, and in doing so do 
not injure or try to injure any other 
industry; yet the organizers of a club 
in tho interests of a party, which gave 
only thirteen votes for free coinage in 
the present Congress, declare in their 
resolutions that the Silver party is in- 
juring the cause of silver. 


No person engaged in any protected 
industry in Nevada should sanction 
such resolutions. They are an insult 
to our Senators and Representative in 
Congress as well as to those who voted 
lor them, and they should be repudi- 
ated by every citizen who has the in- 
terests of Nevada at heart. 


A. Resolution Againta the Isgnc of Bonds 


—Debute on the Internal Rerenne 
BUI. 
WASHINGTON, January 29.—In 
the 


Senate Vest objected to the reading in 
full of petitions against the Wilson 
bill, instead of reporting them by title, 
and when Dolph proceeded to read a 
petition of binding twine employes of 
Oregon, he secured a ruling from the 
Vice President that such petitions can 
only be read by unanimous consent. 


Walcott presented the memorial of 


the Colorado Legislature, heretofore 
published, repudiating the propositions 
of Governor Waite that the State pro- 
ceed to coin silver. Read and referred. 


Stewart introduced a resolution de- 


claring that in the judgment of the 
Senate Carlisle had no legal authority 
to issue bonds. 


In the House general debate on the 


Internal lievenue bill was opened by 
McMillin. He began by attributing 
the present depression in business to 
the protective policy of the Republi- 
can party, and declared that come 
what will we will reduce the tariff to a 
revenue basis, 
"The large revenue 


necessary for the support of the Gov- 
ernment," he said, "is raised almost 
exclusively from consumption. Very 
little of it from a tax on wealth of the 
country. The man owning fifty or a 
hundred millions worth of property 
pays only on what he eats, drinks and 
wears," he continued, and proceeded 
to argue in behalf of a tax on large in- 
comes, for the safety of which this 
Government is a guarantee. Before 
McMillin began his address McCreery, 
Chairman of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, reported his resolution express- 
ing the sense of the House on the Ha- 
waiian situation.. The minority was 
given leave to submit their views. 


The House then went into Commit- 


tee of the Whole on the Tariff bill, and 
McMillin offered an amendment to the 
provision imposing a tax of one dollar 
per thousand on cigarettes. 
The en- 


tire Internal Revenue bill was then 
read. When the reading of the bill 
was completed McMillin was recog- 
nized to open debate in favor of the 
amendment which he proceeded to do. 


THE 


ADALI^SION OF 'JMSKKITOKIES. 


Reports come from Washington that 


there is a strong probability that none 
of the Territories will be admitted as 
Stites by the present Congress. Strong 
opposition to the admission bills is 
said to be developing in the Senate 
and tho force back of this opposition 
is said to be the Administration. The 
Cabinet officials are convinced that the 
four Territories, or evan two of them, 
if admitted would give the Silver men 
a majority in the Senate, How far 
the goldbugs will go in attempting to 
dictate what tho Senate will Jo with 
the admission bills is uncertain, but 
the Delegates from the Territories are 
somewhat worried over the situation. 


The House of representatives passed 


bills to admit Arizona, New Mexico 
nnd Utah to Statehood. Each and all 
of those Territories have a much larger 
population and more taxable property 
than had Idaho or Wyoming when they 
were admitted a few years ago The 
goldmen fear that if they are admitted 
they will elect Silver Senators and give 
the Silver men a majority in the Upper 
House of Congress. As the people are 
expected to elect a House of Repre- 
sentatives next November that will 
favor free coinage, the only hope of the 
goldmen is to prevent the Senate from 
having a free coinage majority when 
the House is revolutionized. 
This 
they fear they cannot accomplish if 
the Territories are admitted, hence an 
effort will bo made to keep them out of 
the Union for this Congress at least. 


PJiCKHAM'S CONFIRMATION. 


Indications That Hill Will Prevent It 


WASHINGTON, January 29.—There is 


every indication that the members of 
Congress are wrought up to a high 
pitch of excitement because of the flght 
between President Cleveland and Sen- 
ator Hill over the contest this week in 
the Senate by the attempt to secure 
the confirmation of W. H. Peckham for 
Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Bench. 


The outlook is favorable for Hill to 


win again. It is considered absolutely 
certain that he will be able to prevent 
Peckham's confirmation by a greater 
majority than secured when Horn- 
blower was rejected for the same posi- 
tion. The Senate Judiciary Committee 
will act unfavorably on Peckham's 
nomination, probably at to-morrow's 
session. 


This unfavorable action means the 


defeat of Peckham when the Senate 
goes into executive session to consider 
the committee's report. 


A Salt take House Fulls. 


SALT LAKE, January 29.—Goldsmith 


& Co., clothiers and furnishers, have 
assigned, with liabilities which will ag- 
gregate nearly $200,000. The Salt Lake 
house assigned to A. Hanaver on ac- 
count of a $50,000 attachment. The 
Ogden branch of the firm went down 
also as a result of the Salt Lake failure. 
The branch houses of Goldsmith & Co. 
at Butte City, Mont., and Spokane, 
Wash., are also affected by the assign- 
ment. 
August Goldsmith, the prin- 


cipal owner in the business continued 
under his name, is a resident of Balti- 
more and is now en route to Salt Lake. 
Mr. Goldsmith wires that the houses 
will all resume business this week. 


SENATOR JONES says in a conference 


of silver men at Washington he ad- 
vised them to vote against dotting an 
i or crossing a t in the McKinley act.

What the San FmncUco "Chronicle" 


Ha« to Say Concerning it. 
Just at the edge of the Forty-nine 


Mining Camp, flush with the drive 
through the Park to the Cliff House, 
stands the completed building of Ne- 
vada, one of the most attractive struc- 
tures on the ground, and the first of 
California's sister States which will 
open its doors to the public. 


Nevada holds a choice site. The 


view to the west, where the prayer- 
book cross towers aloft, and to the 
north, over, a vast expanse to the 
Golden Gate, is uninterrupted. 
It 


took just a month to erect the Nevada 
building, which was completed two 
days ago at a cost of $6,000, subscribed 
by citizens from all its counties. 


The building is two stories in height, 


with a ro'of garden and cafe. 
The 


garden is protected by an awning 
tinted hi alternate shades of green and 
straw-color.. It is finished in staff. 
The interior walls are covered with 
burlap. The lower third has the ap- 
pearance of being wainscoted, while 
the space above is fitted closely with 
black velvet frames, relieved by silver 
moldings. 


THE EXHIBITS. 


The center i's devoted to a great pyr- 


amid in which the grains of the arid 
belt made fertile by irrigation are 
shown. The entire exhibit, which at- 
tracted so much attention at Chicago, 
has been installed here, and ample ad- 
ditions made. The display of wheat, 
oats, barley in the sheaf and after 
threshing, does away with any linger- 
ing impression which the visitor may 
have had that Nevada's soil was un- 
profitable. The agricultural and hor- 
ticultural display is one of the most 
interesting on the grounds. This can 
readily be understood when it is known 
that Nevada returned from Chicago 
with thirty-eight medals for its agri- 
cultural display. 


One hundred and twenty incan- 


descent lights and several arc lamps 
make the scene, without and within, 
one of great brilliancy. 


The salts, sodas and silicas of the 


State, its lead, antimony, copper, 
nickel and cobalt make interesting dis- 
plays, while the silver and gold ex- 
hibits form two great and attractive 
features. 


At the rear of tho building a tunnel 


is being constructed in which the re- 
markable prehistoric footprints found 
under thirty-eight feet of sandstone in 
the Carson valley are to be shown. 
These exhibits are now in the building, 
and will shortly be installed. Several 
new discoveries beneath the sandstone 
strata of the Carson valley have been 
made, including the skull of a horse 
and the tusks of an elephant, which 
are now on their way here. 


THE LADIES' ABT DISPLAY. 


Four rooms have been assigned to 


the women of Nevada for an exhibit. 
Mrs. General Clarke, lady commis- 
sioner, is arranging for this. The ex- 
hibits include fancy needle work, 
painted china, and a great variety of 
useful and ornameiital articles. 


The walls on the second floor are to 


be tinted a bright terra cotta. At one 
end of the room hangs a large oil paint- 
ing of James W. Nye, the first Gover- 
nor of the State. 
Mr. Graham of 


Harper's Weekly is now engaged on a 
large panel depicting a characteristic 
Nevada scene, which will occupy a 
prominent place on the walls. 


There is now in the building over 


60,000 pounds of mineral bearing ore 
from the great mines of the State. On 
Friday there arrived a carload of 
apples and potatoes, which are now 
being installed. 


The formal opening of the building 


will be delayed until March, in order 
to properly celebrate 
Nevada day, 


when the Governor and State officials 
will be present, although the exhibits 
can be seen to advantage weeks before 
then.

Suffering—As Gold Goes Cp Other 
Things K° »<""*• 
, 


General A. J. Warner, of Ohio, is 


president of the 'Bimetallic League at 
whose headquarters in Washington 
silver men recently held a two days' 
conference. The public address issued 
I by the League as a result of that con- 
ference, indicated only the general 
lines on which the Sght for silver is to 
be carried on. In an interview with the 
representative of the New York Recorder 
General Warner more f ally canvassed 
the silver situation and prospects, and 
his views will be of interest to the 
friends of bimetallism and free silver 
coinage throughout the country- 
" What has been the effect of the sil- 


ver repeal bill, and what effect will it 
have hereafter ? I asked. 
" The promised good times have cer- 


tainly not come," replied General War- 
ner. "On the other hand prices con- 
tinned to fall, wheat has gone down, 
and the general range cf prices is 
lower thau when the repeal bill passed. 
How could it be otherwise ? The pric- 
ing instrument bas been changed from 
gold and silver to silver alone, for all 
the western world and for all India. 
The money supply in India and the 
United States, from silver mines, has 
been shut off, leaving no source of 
money supply except the gold mines, 
and whether they yield more than is 
consumed in the arts is an open ques- 
tion. Austria-Hungary, too, has de- 
creed the gold standard. More than 
350,000,000 of people have thus been 
added to the populations competing for 
gold. Tha blanket already too small to 
cover those scrambling for it now is to 
be scrambled for by a vastly larger popu- 
lation. Gold must, therefore, continue 
to rise, and as it rises, other things 
must and will fall. No other result is 
possible. That is the situation now." 


TARIFF A MINOR ISSUE. 


" How will the promised tariff changes 


affect the money situation ?" 


"In answer to that," said General 


Warner, " let me call attention to the 
fact that prices went down before the 
McKinley act was passed, they have 
continued to go down since it was 
passed and are still going down. They 
will continue to go down if the pro- 
posed Wilson bill is passed, and as the 
tariff law is lowered probably more 
imports will come in and the gold wil! 
leave us more easily, so that prices will 
fall faster and reach a lower point than 
ever. But, tariff or no tariff, prices 
will go down and hard times will grow 
harder under the present monetary 
conditions. Therefore, they who talk 
of the tariff as the one great, all-per 
vading cause of the existing condition 
of things are either insincere or are 
ignorant of what they talk about. Is 
the tariff the cause of the fall of prices 
in England, in Australia, and all over 
Europe ? The same distressful con 
ditions prevail, modified, of course, by 
local circumstances, through all gold 
standard countries. The silver stand 
ard countries are the only ones tha 
seem to be in any degree prospering 
" Will the situation be improved or 


made worse by the passage of the bil 
repealing the tax on State banks ?"

NO CBEDIT BOBBLES^W ANTED. 


" The repeal of the State bank tax,' 


replied the General, " and a return to 
the wild-eat currency might give ris 
to a temporary credit bubble, but the 
end would be worse than if no such 
currency had been issued. Such cur 
rencies are panic breeders. You can 
not narrow the basis of primary money 
to gold alone and then increase the 
superstructure of credit reared upon i 
with safety. 
" What is wanted is a broader f onn 


dation of actual money, money tha' 
needs no redemption, and restriction 
of mere credit contrivances; in other 
words, more gold «nd silver to paj 
with, and not more promises to paj 
gold. The appreciation of gold ha 
been going on ever since the demoneti 
zatinn act of 1873. As we look back 
over the legislation of this period it is 
impossible to come to any other con 
elusion than that it was the result o: 
a gigantic conspiracy to spoliate th< 
world by cunningly-devised and far 
reaching changes in monetary laws 
which, through the prevailing ignor- 
ance on monetary matters, it has been 
possible to enact. The day will come 
when the men responsible for impos- 
ing these conditions on the world will 
be regarded as the enemies of mankind, 
as they are. 


"This," said General Warner, "may 


seem strong language, but when we 
look over our own fair land, and see 
the consequences of this monetary leg- 
islation, and observe the condition to 
which it has brought a large class of 
our people, both on the farms and in 
the citiee, it is not an exaggerated 
statement. It is fast depriving our 
people of their independent homes and 
reducing them to a state of poverty 
and slavery unknown since the days of 
feudalism. It is making tenants of 
our farmers and tenement house dwel- 
lers of our mechanics and working 
people."

Spends Yesterday in Eeiio — His 


Views ou Tariff and Sliver. 


A party of gentlemen, including a 


JOURNAL reporter, called 
yesterday 


afternoon upon Senator John P. Jones 
at the Riverside Hotel. The Senatur 
seemed to be in better health than for 
many years and was visibly pleased 
with the hearty welcome the citizens of 
Reno had accorded him. He arrived 
from the Bast Sunday evening and 
after remaining over yesterday in this 
city continued on to San Francisco on 
the 4:30 o'clock train. 


The conversation with the Senator 


took a wide range. In relation to bis 
great silver speech which waa delivered 
in the Senate during the six days 
October 14th, 16th, 21st, 23d, 24th, 27th 
and 30th of 1893, during the extra ses- 
sion, he said the reason that it was not 
printed until the 22d instant was be- 
cause it was punctured with questions 
from Senators, who, at the time of its 
delivery, interrogated him upon almosl 
every phase of the subject, and who 
afterwards requested to be allowed to 
revise the wording of then' various 
queries. The Senator said with dry 
humor, "Of course, after they had re- 
vised their questions I had to revise 
my answers, and as many of the Sen 
ators went away shortly after the 
speech was delivered and did not re< 
turn until this session the publication 
of the speech has been long delayed.' 
The Senator thought the speech was 
the best effort of his life, He said thai 
he has requests for copies of the speech 
from all parts of the country that wil 
require 75,000 copies to fljl. 


THE WILSON BILL. 


With regard to the Wilson bill the 


Senator was hopeful that it would 
not become a law. He said in sub 
stance regarding itf* 
" When the banks began to fail al 


over the country, manufacturies t 
close their doors and business of every 
kind to stagnate, the cause of the in 
dustrial troubles was attributed to th 
Sherman Act. 'Repeal the Sherman 
Act,' became the cry, 'and prosperity 
will at once regain its wanted vigor, 
The Sherman Act was repealed an( 
there was no change in the times, ex 
cept that they continued to grow worse 
The cry that the purchase of 4,500,00 
ounces of silver monthly was the caus 
of the ills which the people were suffer 
ing glided smoothly into the acclama 
tion that the prospective repeal of th 
McKinley bill was ruining the country 
It was a strange thing how equally 
they balanced. The Sherman Act out o 
the way then the proposed Democratii 
tariff legislation in the scales of pros 
perity weighed witn the gold bug paper 
just as exactly as much and tipped th 
hard times beam precisely to the sam 
extent as the Sherman Act, 


"The troubles the nation is sufferin 


has, however, a deeper genisis than th 
tariff or any real or proposed chang 
from McKinleyism to Wilsonism. I 
has its root in the money question. 


" With regard to the attitude of th 


Silver Senators upon the Wilson bill 
have urged upon Senators Stewar 
Kyle and Peffer and the rest of ou 
side, the Populists, that every effort b 
made to defeat the Wilson bill now 
that not a " t" be crossed nor an " i 
dotted in the MoKinley bill, in orde 
that the people may have an objec 
lesson as to the real cause of the in 
dustrial distress. The defeat of th 
Wilson bill means that times will con 
tinue about as they are now. The issu 
then in the next campaign must be th 
money question. But let the Wilson 
bill become a law and the old issue will 
at once be raised and the cry made by 
every Republican newspaper in the 
land that the free trade policy of the 
Democratic party is. ruinining the coun- 
try." 


THE SILVEB QUESTION. 


"What matters it to me," said the 


Senator, taking hold of his coat, " what 
this costs if I am at work and every- 
body is at work. It is not vhe few cents 
tariff that I pay additional on the coat 
that will greatly effect my prosperity. 
The people are beginning to realize 
that the quantity of money in the land 
makes or destroys general properity. 
The value of money is not qualitative 
but quantitative. 
Destroy half the 


money in the country and the prices 
of everything will fall one-half; multi- 
ply the quantity of money by two and 
you find the general range of prices 
doubled. And it is good prices that 
make times better because enterprise is 
stimulated thereby, labor becomes in 
demand and the peopls become en- 
larged consumers of the products of 
the human arts.

Tho rtut,t-ianj, since their occupation 


of the district embraced by the valleys 
of tbo Syr Djiia and tho Zarafslian, 
have given a very groat development 
to the cultivation ji cotton, ai'd with 
tho view oi increasing the yield and al- 
so the quality havu introduced fievcral 
American varieties of the plant, notably 
the upland. 
At first tho natives were 


so prejudiced against the new plants 
that the e^pei'imcnts failed, but tho 
Russians persevered, and whereas nine 
ycais ago Toorkibtan piociuced only 
3,300 poods of cotton worth 3,803 
rubles the quantity csported in 1090 
was about 2,000,000 poods, of an esti- 
mated value of 18,000,000 rubles.

in the cnltnation of American cotton 
in Toorkistan, factoiies are being built 
for cleaning the cotton before exporting 
it to Russia in Europe, and at tho be-

Of tho immigrants, 
03 had professions, 2,030 were skilled 
mechanics, 4,794 were of miscellaneous 
occupations and 4,478 had no occupa- 
tions. Of the total number, 2,455 could 
neither read nor write. Tne number re- 
turned was 117.
